There are still areas In ternary nftaf* one still seas tmribstros 
fron the 17th century, upon which the Caath of the parson Is 
portrayal In a very particular, but I Hum Ming namer. 

One sobs, for Braanple, In relief UEt<% the tcnbstone a bureti of 
t loners, a brush growing with thlc*. and beautiful roses. Death In 
the fori of a skeleton sits next to It and tilth a sarcastic 
egression breaks off ths prettiest f lunar. Ho one can fall to 
understand the waning of this picture: just as the blocn I; 
scornful |y broken , and Is ronoued froi tha life $traan that governs 
both It and the bush. In Just such a hamer did this parson also 
die, tor *m this gravestone stands, 

SWat Ira It's a tender nelanchgly, a fins and atncst 
recent! I Eatory dlscoslt Ion, *hl<£i Is represented In this picture, On 
other gravestonEi, it's a mild, a most roguish shaVevp, Ct» seas 
rJaatfi alnays portrayed as an ugly delete", shopping down a tree. A 
deep crunk has already been out out of the tree. Trie destructive 
result 13 clear, 

Other pictures shorn tha tree almcy fallen. Then listening, 
erasfies dovr> out of tfa clouds, tn each case, one hears the clear 
ne&saga: "Just as the tree fell, so will you fal I, child bom of 
flesh I" iters ia np doubt that tha tree Is hero meant to repr-essnt 
the llfetrea of the flaceaswi. and that the life of this symtoL Is 
representative of the person's life, and that its destruction neans 
the berth Of the person to whan It belongs. 

Huran and tree are shnm hara In deep interrelationship, tilth a 
dwp Irmer bond. The tree Is no picture of a real it/, tts portrayal 
of nature or cultural merit for aesthetic cons I duration. It has a 
neanlne. which p»rhaps lore er less consciously uidarsto&d In the 
Hind of the 57th century woodcutter - actually goes back to the 
pf Ijb«I depths of our Pel left. The wl<fe dlstr I but lm of this idea 
of this "I Jfetrae" can only be guessed at Iwfl. The uythologv goes 
040k to the earliest bsginnlrgs of Indp-Aryan traditions, back to 
the worfd ashtrae of the Ygydrasll. The tree lives on in the sagas 
pf the hgusatras, guardian tree, and of the tree that hs planied for 
the netfom. Cne suspects It even In the fairytale?, sudi as the 
pleasant one aunt the Jjilpsr or of the apples of life, (t Is found

The final picture of Nikolas Manuel's daatn danae la awn iwre 
clear. Many people sit In tins basaiged tree, They are shot dam by 
death iltii arrows. Hare, as already nentianed, th* tree doas not 
raoresent the life tree of a single person, but of an entire clan. 
TriPs Is even nqre clear in a print of tha naster frw tfte scrolls 
f rcn arouid H7D. Ftere the tree of Nfe is Ifidssd a mrldtree, In It 
sit paoile careful 1/ placed In a three Eevel order, Itaelf a 
representation of a well-ordered world.
